ville Chamblerlain, former prime 
minister u nder whom Britain en­ 
tered the war against Germany, 
dropped ou t of the government 
today, and Prime Minister Chu rch­ 
ill re-shu ffled his cabinet to give 
Labor a more prominent role. 
The man whose tightly-rolled 
u mbrella came to symbolize his 
pre-war policy of appeasement to 
ward totalitarian ru lers, resigned 
both from his post as lord presi­ 
dent of the cou ncil, which he had 
held since his cabinet fell last 
May after the ill-fated campaign 
against the Germans in Norway, 
and from the inner war cabinet. 
Voices Confidence 
Chamberlain also resigned his 
leadership 
of 
the 
conservative 
party, which he retair\d when he 
gave way to Chu rchill as prime 
minister last May. 
The au thoritative press associa 
tion said “It is a foregone con­ 
clu sion that Chu rchill wou ld su e 
ceed him as> party leader." 
In qu itting the political arena 
to retu rn to private life, the 71 
year-old 
Chamberlain 
expressed 
his “u nshaken confidence” that 
u nder Chu rchill’s l e a d e r s h i p . 
Britain “with her allies and asso­ 
ciates will su cceed in overcoming 
the forces of barbarism which 
have redu ced a great part of Eu ­ 
rope to a condition little better 
than slavery.” 
Ca binet Increa sed 
In reply, Chu rchill expressed 
admiration for Chamberlain’s aid 
and said, “You did all you cou ld 
for victory.”

Chu rchill’s gove r n m e n t ,

nou nced simu ltaneou sly, increased 
the size of the inner war cabinet 
from six to eight, members, bu t 
observers who had predicted a 
sweeping realignment were su r­ 
prised both by the limited scope 
of the alterations and the choice 
of new appointees. 
The most important changes? in­ 
clu ded transfer of Laborite Her­ 
bert Morrison from the su pply 
ministry to the combined job of 
secretary for the home depart­ 
ment and minister of home secu r­ 
ity, and naming of Labor Min­ 
ister Ernest Bevin and Chancellor 
of the Exchequ er Sir Kingsley 
Wood to the important inner cab­ 
inet. 
Few Cha ng es 
Sir John Anderson, who was 
minister of home secu rity, took 
Chamberlain’s place in the war 
cabinet and as lord president of 
the cou ncil.

This list of “can ’t affords” represen ts 
on ly a few which we have heard growers 
express in the past several mon ths. They 
have ran ged all the way down to grow­ 
ers who are con cern ed about tfte n ext 
meal an d in some cases have discon ­ 
tin ued usin g their cars for lack of mon ey 
for gas. 


To this list we would like to add the 
followin g “can ’t affords,” for they seem 
to us more vital an d represen t greater 
extravagan ce than the on es we have 
heard growers men tion so far: 


1. I can n ot an y lon ger afford to waste 
my time simply con demn in g our market­ 
in g situation when I should be busy 
workin g with my fellow growers on a 
program for improvemen t. 


2. I can n o lon ger afford blin dly to 
expect con dition s to get better when I 
kn ow that production -an d price tren ds 
clearly in dicate lower prices in the 
future. 


5. I can n o lon ger afford to remain 
ign oran t on marketin g problems an d I 
am goin g to avail myself of every op­ 
portun ity to learn more about them. 


6. 
I can n o lon ger afford to be a part 
of an y marketin g organ ization which in 
an y way in creases the competition be­ 
tween growers an d results in un n eces­ 
sary price-cuttin g, 


7. I can ’t afford to ship immature, 
ricey, in sipid, poor quality fruit to my 
con sumers, n or can I an y lon ger afford 
to permit such a practice to be followed 
by the in dustry as a whole. 


8 . I can n o lon ger afford to have on e 
pen n y wasted in extravagan t or un n eces­ 
sary processin g of my fruit, an d I in ten d 
to make sure that the service charges of 
my packin g house compare favorably 
with the most efficien t houses in the 
state. 


9 . I can n o lon ger afford to follow 
costly, obsolete production practices 
when I kn ow that on ly the most efficien t 
growers will be able to produce citrus at 
a profit un der future econ omic con dition s. 


10. I can n o lon ger afford to remain 
an in dividualist when my self respect de­ 
man ds that I join with my n eighbors to 
improve our marketin g situation ; when 
I realize that I, as an in dividual, have 
con tributed my part in brin gin g about 
the presen t un satisfactory con dition s. 


It seems to us that there is a direct re­ 
lation between the first set of “can ’t 
affords” an d the secon d set. It is our 
opin ion that the first set would n ot be 
n early so pron oun ced if greater thought 
were given to the secon d set.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Even 
the thoroughly leak -proof censor­ 
ship has failed to conceal the 
internal troubles of Hitler and 
Mussolini in their own countries 
and the occupied areas. 
Author­ 
ities here are aware trouble is 
far more widespread than the 
recent admission in Berlin that 
the H itler regime had m et with 
recalcitrant 
Holland. 
Acts of 
sabotage are k nown to have oc 
curred both in Belgium and oc­ 
cupied France. A fter the cutting 
of a cable in a certain French 
town, the mayor was imprisoned 
by the Nazi authorities for two 
week s. He was released with the 
announcement that he would be 
recaptured and shot if another 
such act took place. 
The same 
method has been applied in all 
occupied territory. 
While this situation is trouble­ 
some to Hitler, there is no valid 
information 
available 
yet 
sug 
gesting that its scope is serious. 
Touchiest internal spot in the 
Ax is is the Italian production 
machine. 
The slow progress of 
the Italian war in Egypt is con­ 
firmation 
of 
other 
indications 
that Mussolini has failed to get 
his people to mak e a sufficient 
w ar effort. Nazi agents for some 
months have been installed in all 
Italian factories 
to 
spur the 
cause. 
But the failure of Hitler 
to deliver easy termination of the 
war, first promised to Mussolini 
for August 15 and then for Sep­ 
tember 15, may yet develop into 
the most serious crack in the 
dictatorial war machine.

slow down its foreign policy. The

The discomfiture of these in­

President Roosevelt’s embargo 
against scrap iron may seriously 
hinder the Japanese war effort 
in China, but this government’s 
purchases of gold and silver from 
Japan are simultaneously helping 
to finance the same war effort 
a t an accelerated rate. 
The tide of the precious metals, 
more precious to us apparently 
than the Japanese, is rising high. 
Imports of gold from Japan ran 
to $6,163,481 the week ending 
September 25, the highest of any 
week ly period this year. 
Silver shipments from Japan 
tha t week reached $673,349 , the 
largest in six months. The silver 


is believed to be part of the loot 
which 
Japan 
seized 
in 
China, 
but the gold probably is entirely 
newly mined Japanese production. 
Japanese output is about $60,000,- 
000 a year and we apparently 
have been getting all of it at an 
average 
of 
about $5,000,000 
a 
month. 
Therefore, there is little 
possibility that the Germans have 
made use of their ally yet to 
foist off upon the small amounts 
of gold they are presumed to 
have seized in their European 
conquests this past summer. 
But since the sta rt of the Sino 
Japanese conflict in 19 37, this 
government has bought $640,000,- 
000 of Japanese gold and more 
than $15,000,000 of silver, ($7,- 
500,000 the first eight months of 
this year.)—all at premium prices 
that no one else would offer. 
The sudden recent increases of 
these shipments leads authorities 
here to believe Japan is in a 
way preparing for war against us 
with our own money. 
By selling 
metals which she considers no 
longer useful for monetary pur­ 
poses (her reserve stock s of gold 
have sunk below a paltry $150,- 
000,000) she is enabled to build 
up credit in this county which 
she will probably use mainly to 
build up stores of certain k inds 
of oil and low grade gasoline.

I tho ught the climax was reached 
when the bo y clo sest behind him 
began bo o sting him in the rear 
with his knee in rhythmic o rder. 
“W hat in the wo rld are yo u do 
ing?” 
“Just playing.” 
“But this little bo y do esn’t seem 
to like the game. 
Seems to me 
yo u wo uldn’t either if yo u were 
in his bo o ts. Yo u wo uld no t think 
if funny if so meo ne kicked yo u 
all the way up the street. 
“O, I wo uldn’t let him but he 
do esn’t say anything o r do any­ 
thing. 
When we tell him to put 
up his fists he just ducks and 
cries. He’s no go o d fo r anything. 
He 
just 
cries 
and 
tells 
his 
mo ther.” 
Generally a Phy sical Cause 
Children hav e no understand­ 
ing o f weakness in o ther children 
in this so rt o f relatio nship. 
If 
o ne o f their number sho ws him­ 
self defenseless, he is their v ictim 
fro m that mo ment. 
It is useless 
to co mplain to the teacher o r to 
his parents. Fathers and mo thers 
canno t go alo ng with their chil­ 
dren to scho o l and to the play­ 
gro und; neither can the teachers.

co mpanio ns. We usually find that 
he has po o r v isio n o r hearing, o r 
that he lacks so me essential bo d­ 
ily secretio n. 
So me gland is o ut 
o f balance o r so me o rgan is de­ 
fectiv e. Usually there is a physi­ 
cal cause fo r such weakness as 
brings a child to such a pass. 
Specialize In One Field 
While he is under o bserv atio n 
and treatm ent do no t let him suf­ 
fer the to rments o f his co mpan­ 
io ns. 
Take him 
to and fro m 
acho o l. 
Ask the teacher to pro ­ 
v ide fo r him at recess. 
Pro tect 
him In ev ery po ssible way until 
he has so me chance to take care 
o f himself. 
It is idle to tell him to fight fo r 
himself, to hit back, to do so me­ 
thing to sho w himself able and 
fit. If he co uld do that yo u wo uld 
nev er hav e had to tell him abo ut 
it.

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BATTLE AGAINST TRUTH 
Some indication of the enormity of the task 
which the British are attempting in their censor­ 
ship may be gleaned from a small dispatch from 
Bermu da. 
That resort had been somewhat de­ 
serted becau se of the war u ntil recently, when a 
new batch of 200 censors arrived, bringing the 
total in Hamilton to more than 320. 
Now' the 
leading hotels are filled—with censors. 
It’s their task to peru se every bit of mail which 
is carried on the clipper planes stopping there, 
amou nting to hu ndreds of bags weekly. 
- So great is the battle to keep dow'n the tru th. 
Against su ch great odds do American reporters 
battle to tell this cou ntry what is actu ally hap­ 
pening in London and in Su ssex and in Kent. 


TRANSPORTATION BILL PASSES 
Congress recently passed a bill on which it has 
been deliberating for close to three years. 
Its 
action didn’t make the headlines, which were oc­ 
cu pied with war abroad and politics at home. Bu t 
that bill, which becomes law withou t a bit of fan­ 
fare, was one of the most important pieces of 
legislation passed in many a session. 
The act is known as the Omnibu s Transportation 
Bill—and it marks the first attempt of Congress 
in years to really get down to cases on the rail­ 
road problem which has become increasingly 
grave. It is not a political bill. It represents the 
combined views of men who have made the stu dy 
of transportation their lifework. It has been given 
almost u nqu alified endorsement of the press, of 
economists, of labor, and of American indu stry at 
large. 
The bill has many provisions, and one of the 
most important is that which su bjects domestic 
wnter carriers, by river, canal and coastal rou tes, 
to fu ll rate ju risdiction of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission—the bu reau which has long 
regu lated the railroads and which, five years ago, 
was given wide rate au thority over the highway 
common carriers. It is no secret that, u nder the 
conditions which have long existed, water trans­ 
port in many cases involved scandalou s waste of 
the pu blic’s money. 
Rates charged rarely re­ 
flected actu al, honestly compu ted costs. It is to be 
hoped that this bill will make it possible for the 
ICC to prescribe water rate schedu les which are 
sou nd and ju st and a protection to the pu blic. 
Another clau se of the bill provides for the crea­ 
tion of a board which will stu dy measu res for 
coordinating and developing all types of trans- 
poration according to their economic merits. And 
here again is something the cou ntry has long 
needed. 
The American people do not want any 
carrier favored or penalized—this resu lt can be 
accomplished u nder a policy of equ ality of regu la­ 
tion for all. 


What Is Seen and 
What Is Not Seen 
They’re Ju st Killing

LET’S STAND ON OUR OWN LEGS! 
Does Hitler plan to invade the United States? 
You hear many conjectu res abou t this. 
Re­ 
ported conversations with Hitler or his leaders 
are set down, giving his allegedly clear intent. 
Elaborate dedu ctions are draw-n from his written 
or spoken words. 
He himself explicity denies 
any su ch intention. Partisans of one view or the 
other argu e the point at great length. 
For the life of u s, we can’t see what difference 
it makes. 
Does that sou nd crazy? 
We don’t think it is. 
The job before u s is to attain, as qu ickly as is 
hu manly possible, a state of preparedness su ch 
that the United States and its policies do not 
depend on the intentions of a foreign ru ler. 
If Hitler does plan to invade the United States 
—well, there is only one answer: prepare! 
If he doesn’t, the answer is precisely the same. 
The mere existence of an aggressive military 
force of the kind he maintains and on which he 
has bu ilt the hegemony of Eu rope, means that 
a cou ntry like the United States mu st have’su ch 
force at its disposal that it can make its own 
policy, no matter what policies are adopted abroad. 
If Hitler has no intention of interfering in Amer­ 
ican affairs, that’s fine! American strength will 
help to fortify that excellent intention. 
Eu rope cringed for seven years asking the 
breathless qu estion: What will Hitler do? 
Let u s stop asking that qu estion in the United 
States. 
What does it mean to be prepared? 
It means 
to develop su ch force that invasion will be bu t 
a slim temptation. 
It means to develop su ch 
force that national policy is not decided by what 
some far-off potentate dreams u p, bu t by ou r 
ewm national interest and ou r own devotion to 
ju stice and right 
It is time to stop asking that fatal qu estion, 
"What will Hitler do?" 
It is time to begin to 
make others ask w'ith equ al interest "What will 
the United States do?"

TWO KINDS OF PATIENCE 
(New York Herald Tribu ne) 


In his talk to the Conference of Mayors Mr. 
William S. Knu dsen retu rned to the theme which 
he has already repeatedly stressed in pu blic— 
namely, the need of the American people for 
patience in the face of the indu strial expansion 


For, let u s hold firm by this obviou s principle, 
that every borrow’er su pposes a lender, and that 
every act of borrowing implies a loan. 
This point fixed, what good can institu tions of 
j credit effect ? 
They can facilitate, for bor­ 
rowers and lenders, the means of finding each 
other, and coming to agreement. Bu t what they 
cannot do is to increase instantaneou sly the mass 
of objects borrowed and lent. 
To effect the wishes of ou r reformers, how 
ever, it wou ld be necessary for them to have this 
power,—since they aim at nothing less than to 
place plou ghs, hou ses, u tensils, provisions, raw 
materials, in the hands of all who desire them. 
And for this pu rpose, what is their device? 
To give to loans the gu arantee of the state. 
Let u s sou nd the depth of this qu estion, for 
there is in it something which is seen, and some­ 
thing also which is not seen. 
Let u s try to see 
both. 
Su ppose that there is only one plou gh in the 
world, and that two labou rers try to obtain i t 
Peter possesses the only plou gh in France at 
disposal. 
John and James wish to borrow it. 
John, by his honesty, by his good condu ct, and 
good character, offers gu arantees. He is tru sted, 
he has credit. James does not inspire confidence, 
or he inspires less. 
Natu rally it happens that 
Peter lends his plou gh to John. 
Bu t su ppose the state u nder the socialist in­ 
spiration, interferes, and says to Peter, "Lend 
you r plou gh to James, and I will gu arantee you r 
being paid; and this gu arantee is worth more 
than that of John, for he has only his own means 
to answer to his engagements, while I (thou gh 
I have nothing of my own, it is tru e) dispose of 
the mean of all the taxpayers; and it is with their 
money that, in case of need, I will pay you prin­ 
cipal and interest." 
In consequ ence, Peter lends his plou gh to James; 
this is what is seen. 
And the socialists ru b their hands and say, 
"See how' ou r plan has su cceeded! Thanks to the 
intervention of the state, poor James has a 
plou gh. He will be no longer obliged to dig the 
grou nd; he is now in the road to fortu ne. It is 
a good thing for him, and a profit for the nation, 
taken in mass." 
Alas, no! gentlemen, it is not a profit for the 
nation, for here comes what is not seen. 
It is not seen that the plou gn is in the hands 
of James only becau se it is not in the hands of 
John. It is not seen that if James plou ghs in­ 
stead of digging, John will be obliged to dig in­ 
stead of plou ghing; and that, consequ ently, what 
was considered as an increase of loan is in 
tru th only a displacement of loan. 
Besides, it is not seen that this displacement 
involves a seriou s twofold inju stice. 
Inju stice 
towards John, who sees himself deprived of the 
credit which he had merited and acqu ired by 
his honesty and indu stry. 
Inju stice towards the 
ratepayers, who are made liable to pay a debt 
which concerns them not. 
Will it be said that the government offers to 
John the same facilities as to James? Bu t, since 
there is only one plou gh, at disposal, two cannot 
be lent. The argu ment always retu rns to the im­ 
plied assertion that, thanks to the intervention of 
the state, there will be more borrowings than 
there can be lendings, for the plou gh here rep­ 
resents the mass of capitals at disposal. 
I have redu ced, it is tru e, the operation to its 
simplest expression; bu t try, by the same tou ch­ 
stone, government institu tions of credit the most 
complicated, and you will be convinced that they 
can have this resu lt only,—to displace credit, not 
to increase it. In a given cou ntry, and at a giv­ 
en time, there is only a certain su m of available 
capital, and it all finds employment for itself. 
By gu aranteeing men who are of themselves in­ 
solvent, the state may, indeed, increase the nu m­ 
ber of those who seek to borrow, and may thu s 
raise the rate of interest (always to the inju ry 
of the taxpayer), bu t what it cannot do is to in­ 
crease the nu mber of leaders, and the importance 
of the total amou nt of loans.* 
Let me not, however, be charged with a con­ 
clu sion from which may heaven preserve me! 
say that the law ou ght not artificially to favor 
borrowings; bu t I do not say that it ou ght arti­ 
ficially to restrain them. If in ou r laws of hypo­ 
thec, or elsewhere, there are obstacles to the 
diffu sion and application of credit, let them be 
removed; nothing better, nothing more 
ju st. 
Bu t this is liberty, and nothing else ou ght re­ 
formers worthy of the name—to demand from 
the law.

The Big New Issu e of the 
Campaign 
I think this colu mn was the 
first to state (on Au gu st 20th) 
that the Willkie campaign was 
heading for a slu mp. 
Bu t it is 
now my belief that his cu rve has 
tou ched bottom and will move u p. 
I believe the last two weeks be­ 
fore election will see more people 
decide for Willkie than du ring any 
other period. 
The reason is the 
political effect of conscription. 
We will not argu e 
whether 
peacetime conscription was neces­ 
sary. 
It has been adopted by a 
majority vote in Congress and it 
is now a patriot’s du ty to su pport 
it as written. Bu t what will hap­ 
pen to the boys after they are 
drafted is a qu estion that is going 
to be u sed in millions of homes be­ 
tween October 16th and Novem­ 
ber 5th. 
The Gallu p poll showed 
arou nd 45 per cent of the people 
strongly opposed to conscription. 
That is a large minority. In it are 
millions of Democrats and Inde­ 
pendents who have, on the whole, 
favored Mr. Roosevelt, and who 
wou ld vote for him today on his 
present record if he were ru nning 
for a second time and there were 
no conscription and no war. 
We then come to the 55 per cent 
who favored the draft in princi­ 
ple. Bu t it is one thing to favor 
something in principle. It is an­ 
other thing when it is brou ght 
home and you begin to dou bt what 
will happen, not to sbldier John 
Doe, bu t to you r son, after he is 
once in the army. 
In the same 
way the great majority favor Eng­ 
land or China, bu t not with their 
own flesh and blood. 
On October 16th all men be­ 
tween 21 and 36 mu st register. In 
a city of 100,000 that means 15, 
000 you ng men, and the same 15 
percent will ru n 
throu gh 
every 
town, large or small. These 15, 
000 men have fathers and moth 
ers. Some parents have died. Bu t 
others have you ng wives or sweet­ 
hearts. It is reasonable to assu me 
that there are 30,000 close rela­ 
tives of these 15,000 you ng men. 
That is a total of 45,000, or 45 
per cent. 
These are all adu lts and there­ 
fore all voters. This one grou p of 
people is as large as the total 
vote. 
Of cou rse only a fraction of 
these you ng men wil lactu ally be 
called into military service. 
Bu t 
who will be called will not be 
known u ntil after election. So all 
of these 15,000 you ng men and 
their 
30.000 
fathers, 
mothers, 
wives and sweethearts will won­ 
der whether the you ng man close 
to them will be conscripted or ex­ 
empted; whether he mu st give u p 
his job; whether persons depend­ 
ent on him will lose his su pport. 
This has nothing to do with 
their patriotism. 
They are all 
willing to defend this cou ntry, if 
attacked. 
Bu t they 
are 
over­ 
whelmingly against having their 
own sons sent to Asia or Eu rope, 
perhaps never to come back. 
Will they be sent—after the 
election? 
That qu estion is going 
to come straight home to the very 
hearthsides of these 45,000 people. 
And there is one thing more im­ 
portant to people 
than 
Santa 
Clau s, farm su bsidies, social re­ 
form, or the New Deal 
That is 
their sons. 
Will these you ng men be sent to 
fight abroad?

U.S. naval experts have made of 
the Japanese navy. 
This reveals that Japanese war 
ships only have on hand enou gh 
oil for abou t two and one-half 
months of warfare. 
Japan gets its oil chiefly from 
California and the Du tch East 
Indies, 
having almost no su p 
plies of its own. That, of cou rse,

This will be the GOP nomi­ 
nee’s major labor address, qnd it 
will be aimed chiefly at organ­ 
ized workers in the big indu strial 
centers, with whom admittedly 
he is wreak. 
Willkie considers 
the talk so important that he 
took more time and care pre­ 
paring it than his acceptance 
speech. 
Willkie strongly resents the re­ 
cent attacks on his labor record 
as head of Commonwealth and 
Sou thern, particu larly the scath­ 
ing article in the "New Repu b­ 
lic.” 
His first impu lse was to 
roll u p his sleeves and deliver a 
slashing answer. 
Bu t campaign 
advisers warned against it, u rg­ 
ing that the best defense was 
a sizzling attack on the admin­ 
istration. 
Willkie 
accepted 
their ju dg­ 
ment and will devote only a 
small part of his speech to his 
own labor record. 
Its main bu r­ 
den will be a cau stic grilling 
of the New Deal’s administration 
of its own labor laws. 
He will

They 
say also that "bu siness as u su al 
kept England from getting ready 
soon enou gh and, finally, they 
point to the snail-like slowness 
of ou r present rearmament pro­ 
gram. 
With all that abou t France, 
England and ou r slow progress I 
agree. 
Perhaps I cou ld agree 
with the conclu sion abou t pu tting 
ou r indu stry on a "war basis,” 
if I knew what the word means 
—or if they did. 
Of that I am 
in dou bt. 
If it means that American in­ 
du stry shou ld now be pu t u nder

depends. 
That, plu s a very few 
additional indirect controls which 
there is not space here to dis­ 
cu ss, are all we need to go to 
town—bu t we do not have them.

THESE SIMPLE RULES WILL 
GUID E IN PLANTING BULBS 


Of all garden subjects, the bulbs 
are probably the easiest to plant 
and the most certain to bloom. It 
is almost impossible to plant the 
modern bulbs without some kind 
of success 
when 
spring rolls 
around. 
Because they 
are so obliging, 
howev er, does not mean that they 
should be planted without regard 
to their likes and dislikes. The tiny 
scilla bulbs should manifestly not 
be planted so deep as the huge 
narcissus bulb. 
When beginning 


inches, but 5 to 6 inches is the 
proper planting depth. The crocus 
snowdrop and 
scilia should be 
planted 2 to 3 inches below the 
soil. 
The lilies need the deepest 
planting. The stem-rooters can go 
a full foot deep with good results. 
The distance apart is a m atter of

should be the minimum. 
Drainage is an important part 
of any bulb planting, and ev ery

War in Europe has disrupted the bulb import business, 
there will be bulbs for planting in American gardens this fall. 
Holland, which normally sends bulbs to all parts of the world, 
has no bulbs for export this year. 
Word reaching New York importers is that the Dutch fields 
escaped serious damage during the German inv asion, but the dis­ 
ruption resulted in failure to dig the bulbs, which are normally 
harv ested in late spring. Anyway there would be little possibility 
of shipping them. 
Tulips will come from England and Japan as well as from 
domestic growers. 
New York dealers say that tulip bulbs will retail at about 25 
per cent more than last year. 
Most serious shortages will be in some of the choice crocus 
and hyachinth bulbs which hav e come from Holland. 
This year, as usual, many home gardeners will be planting 
bulbs dug from their own gardens or obtained from neighbors.

Urges Domestic 
Use of Dixie’s 
Crop of Cotton 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 3. 
—(INS)—Dixie’s far-flung cotton 
kingdom was built on a foreign 
demand for the staple product. 
But the United States now “may 
be regarded as within an iron ring 
as regards international trade.” 
Thus Dr. Claudius T. Murchi­ 
son, of New York, president of the 
Cotton Textile Institute, warned 
that the South, with foreign trade 
cut off by the European war, must 
find a way to promote domestic 
consumption of its huge cotton 
crop. 
Farmers of the section cannot 
reasonably expect to export more 
than 2,000,000 bales of raw cotton 
this year, he told the Cotton Con­ 
sumption Council in New Orleans. 
He adv anced two alternativ es 
to meet the situation: (1) reduce 
the nation’s cotton acreage from 
25,500,000 
a c r e s to 18,000,000 
acres; (2) speed up domestic con­ 
sumption of cotton to an annual 
10,000,000 bales. 
The United States now con­ 
sumes about 8,000,000 bales each 
year.

I hav e just been looking ov er 
an accumulation of recent print­ 
ed matter on my desk and came 
across a number of items which 
I feel will interest our gardening 
friends. 
A bulletin from the Bureau of 
Nursery Serv ice of the State De­ 
partment of Agriculture giv e a 
paragraph to a scale which at­ 
tacks sev eral of our quite com­ 
mon garden shrubs, and also a 
note for the benefit of those 
who are still struggling with the 
problem of worms on genista. 
Many people hav e dug out their 
genistas after discouraging ex­ 
periences with this worm. 
If 
you still cling to some of these 
otherwise desirable shrubs you 
may like to try the recommend 
ed remedy. 
I quote these two paragraphs 
“NIGRA SCALE: Observ ations 
made this summer by this Bu 
reau show that nigra scale is 
scarce this season south of Santa 
Barbara to San Diego county, 
due 
to natural 
causes. 
From 
Sfalinas north along the coast, 
howev er, this scale is as heav y 
or perhaps heav ier 
than 
last 
season. 
The nigra scale has become 
serious garden and nursery pest 
along the coastal district and 
attacks 
about 
50 
ornamental 
shrubs, principally: Pittosporum 
English iv y, oleander, Photinia 
arbutifolia, iv y, eugenia, Brazil 
ian poplar, euonymus, and man 
zanita. 
This scale is a small 
black or brown insect found on 
leav es and bark and produces a 
large amount of honeydew which 
becomes black and sooty, dis 
figuring the foliage. 
Nigra scale is a single brooded 
insect and according to Prof. 
Smith 
is 
best 
controlled 
by 
spraying with a light iriedium 
foliage oil applied in mid-winter, 
All the eggs will hav e hatched 
by February, and spraying should 
be done before the insects begin 
to grow and harden in April and 
May.” 
“GENISTA MOTH: 
The or 
ange and black caterpillars of 
this moth often 
cause 
sev ere 
damage to the foliage of genista 
in Southern California. For con­ 
trol Prof. Ralph H. Smith sug­ 
gests a light dust 
of 
straight 
lead arsenate or cryolite. If the 
write dust disfigures the plants 
they can be washed off in a few 
days. A lead arsenate spray can 
be used, but the dust is simpler 
to apply.” 
• *
